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Applicants respectfully submit this Response to the outstanding Office Action dated April 7, 
2005. Claims 3, 1 1 and 13-15 are pending in the application. The Office Action rejected claim 15 
under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by prior art and rejected claims 3, 1 1, 13 and 14 under 35 
USC 103 as being rendered obvious by prior art. 

Anticipation Rejection 

The grounds for the anticipation rejection of claim 15 are set forth in part 4 on page 4 of the 
Office Action. The rejection again relies upon the predictive text input embodiment shown in Fig. 4 
and discussed at col. 6, lines 17-41, and col. 7, lines 37-47, of U.S. Patent No. 5,797,098 to Schroeder 
et al (this embodiment is hereinafter referred to merely as "Schroeder'). Applicants respectfully 
traverse the rejection at least because it fails to establish a prima facie case that Schroeder includes 
each and every one of the combination of features recited in claim 15.
